A new Lincoln highway bridge 
over the Susquehanna river between 
Columbia and W rightsville, erected 
by the adjoining counties of York 
and Lancaster at a cost of approxi­ 
mately $3,000,000, is completed and 
will be open on or about October I, 
the Pennsylvania motor federation, 
state unit of the American autom o­ 
bile association, announced today. 
This bridge will take the place of 
the narrow Pennsylvania railroad 
company span th a t for years iias 
carried the heavy motor traffic at 
this im portant crossing and which, 
according to 8 Edward Gable, presi­ 
dent of the federation, has been one 
of the worst highway •'bottlenecks’’ 
In the state 
‘Elim ination of this danger spot 
on the Lincoln highway, which is 
known far and wide among m otor­ 
ists for its inconveniences and de­ 
lays m arks a long forward stride in 
the general move throughout P enn­ 
sylvania to correct bridge and high­ 
ways conditions," said Mr 
Gable, 
"and the counties of York and Lan­ 
caster are to be commended for 
; what they have done." 
The new structure, said to be the 
longest m ultiple-span concrete arch 
bridge in the world, is nearly one 
and a half miles In length from ap ­ 
proach to approach, according to 
(the federation. 
Pour Traffic Lane* 
The bridge has four traffic lanes 
and one six-foot pedestrian walk. 
The river portion consists of twenty- 
eight arch spans of 185 feel each. 
The approach at the e a s te r side of 
the river has fourteen girder spans 
and the western approach has six 
j girder spans. 
The roadway of the 
river portion is about sixty feet 
above norm al water level 
The approaches are laid out in old 
English style, with bushes of white 
roses, symbolic of the ancient house 
of York, on the York county side, 
and red roses, representing the B rit­ 
ish house oi Lancaster, on the L an­ 
caster shore. 
The toll houses have 
been designed along the English cot­ 
tage type of architecture, in keeping 
with the history of the nam ing of 
these old Pennsylvania counties. 
Tolls will be charged until suf­ 
ficient funds are collected to retire 
the bond issues floated by the two 
; counties to finance the bridge 
The 
charge will be twenty-five cents for 
automobiles, 
including 
passengers, 
with a graded scale th at provides for 
I every type of vehicle from a push­ 
cart to a steam shovel.

be no charge for pedestrians. 
The 
old

, span will be closed to vehicular tra f­ 
fic the day the new bridge is opened.

My friendships are my most valuable investments! 
My books and works of art are high in investm ent value, far beyond 
their intrinsic value, for they help to enlarge and increase my vision, my 
sympathy, my hum an understanding, and my tolerance. 
Wherever beauty rests, there I know I own an interest—and that, 
proportional to my love and appreciation of that beauty. Someone else 
may actually own th at form of beauty—but I draw dividends from it, and 
I have the privilege of scattering those dividends.

W ashington — Presenting Burton 
Kendall Wheeler, United States sen­ 
ator from M ontana, and the sen­ 
ate’s natural born fighter: 
He is direct in everything that he 
says and does.

Though he was born in the east 
he has many ol the qualities asso­ 
ciated with the west. 
He 
is

physically, 
though he does not look it. for he 
is well-proportioned. 
More than 
six feet tall, with great depth of

there is a gentleness 
about him that attia rts all.

Rad Breaks 
Now 48 years old, he started out 
in life as a stenographer in Hud­ 
son, M assachusetts, at a salary of 
$15 a week. W hen an increase of 
$3 was refused him, he quit just be­ 
fore he was fired. 
With $750 he had saved from his 
salary, he struck out for Ann A r­ 
bor and the University of Michigan 
determined to become a lawyer. 
Scarcely had he settled down to 
work when the bank in which he 
had deposited his money failed. 
Penniless, he nevertheless stuck 
it out. He waited on tables, did 
odd jobs, and sold books. 
It was while doing the latter that 
he met Mrs. Wheeler—his
